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1. In early November 1949 General JANG Chen* was in Tihua const 
suitability of the present <uomintang officeholders for posts in. the new 
government. o action had been taken prior to 15 dovember 1949. Because 
of difficulties arising from the extreme cold and the lack of transportation, 
the reople’s Liberation Army had made little progress since its arrival in 
the soutnern part of the Vroviacet* General T°A0 Shih-yuoh***had sent 
propaganda units to explaia this to all districts in order to maxe the 
eventual occupation as peaceful as possible. 


2. uring the week between & and 15 sovember 1549, numerous convoys arrived from 
the USSR. The trucacs traveled at night, reaching Tilua four hours after 
sunset and leaving at midnight on the next day. Approximately every fifth ¢ 
trucs< carried unarmed itussian soldiers in full winter uniform. ‘he drivers 
were iussians unable to speax asian lauguages. on the aight of 14 sovember 
1949 ap-roximately three hundred trucks arrived in Tinua. The convoys 
smelled of gasoline, ard were believed to be carrying aviation gasoline as 
one of their principal loads. 


5S. Inearly sovember 1949 it was unofficially reported in Tihua that the 
iambata airfield at tiami was to be extended in preparation ior the 
inauguration of an air service to reiping. barracks near this airfield 
had been left in perfect repair. une report stated that the preliminary 
force would be part of the 6 Regimaat previously stationed in Hambata, and 
would come from alma Ata,+4#x 


4. The local press in Tinua was, in early Jovember 1949, completely taken up 
with anti-foreign articles by kussian writers portraying the USSK as China's 
only friend, who is crusading to save the world from American impe rialiem, 


5. College students from tihua were being sent away, ostensibly to reosive 
higher education in medicine, engineering and the Like. Ten women and forty 
men were scheduled to leave for Feiping by air on 16 jjovember 1949. The 
same thing was done in 1935, when the training turned out to be in political 
science, and the students returned to become the spearheads of Communist 
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activism in Sinkiang Frovince. 


6. The strict censorship of. letters and telegrams in Tihua in early dovembor 1949 
rendered impossible communications with nashger or in any direction except to 
the coast. 


7. LOU Chu-chiang of the Aliens buresu reported that Ahmedjan asimov ( vasimi) 
and other 11i delegates were killed in an airplane crash while on their way 
to the Peiping Conference. 


. ee WANG Chen is commander of the 2 Army Group (strength 
GO,000) of the 1 Field Army, and concurrently commander of the 2 Army

*? [__|comnent. From the barrack accommodation vacated by the suomintang 
troops it is possible to estimate that the total number of Chinese 
Communist troops in Sinkiang Province does not exceed 20,000. The main 
concentrations are in the areas around Tihua and Hami.
